Book and Tract Work.

The following is taken from a tract on 
the words : "The letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life." While the "letter" re- 
fers to the Mosaic law, and the "spirit" 
to the present dispensation, there is much 
triith in what is said. "When individuals 
put great stress and dependence on the 
literal words and little attention is paid to 
the spirit, their day of usefulness is past 
unless they reforra. When a denomina- 
tion loses ground so that she pays morè 
attention to the Word than to the Spirit, 
her glory is departed and her hour of use- 
fulness is at an end. Then her discipline, 
her government, herstatistics, her schools 
and periodicals are worshipped, reaily 
worshipped, and the blessed Spirit of 
Christ is left out of the question because 
he will not work in the narrow limits pre- 
scribed by her leaders, and according to 
their dictation. This is a fearful picture, 
for though individual apostates often do 
repent and find merey, yet backslidden 
denominations never do. History gives 
no instance oj anapostatedenominationtver 
returning to her primitive purity, stmp/üi- 
(y and power. Oh, my God, sa ve us as 
individuals, churches and denominations 
from thW fearful idolatry. " The words in 
italics are suggestive. I call attention to 
fchein in this way, for the purpose of ask- 
ing a question. Are they true ? '

When a boy has learned these four 
things, when he has made these ideas a 
part of his being — however poor, or how- 
ever rich — he has learned the most impor- 
tant things he ought to know when he be- 
comes a man.
